Baba Gravy

Big family feasts are some of my favorite memories from 
growing up in the 1960s and 70s in Oakland. Every 
Thanksgiving and often on Easter, between 15 and 30 
people would gather at the house of my grandparents, 
Andro and Marie Capor. As kids, our only responsibility 
was to behave tolerably and not cause any injuries serious 
enough to require a trip to the hospital. 

We got to eat, play, eat, play and then eat some more. More 
than turkey, ham, pies or anything, we looked forward to 
the raviolis with “Baba Gravy." Kids more interested in 
ravioli sauce than eight desserts tells you how great it is. 

If we were lucky, Baba would have made extra sauce and 
canned it so we could take it home. At other times of the 
year she would occasionally cook up a big batch and give 
jars of sauce to my mom, aunt, and a friend or two. The 
magic of the “Wonderful World of Disney” paled in 
comparison to the magic of my grandmother’s sauce. We 
could be bribed with the offer of “Baba Gravy.” 

I don’t believe my mother was offended when we would 
ask if it was “Baba Gravy” or hers whenever she served 
spaghetti. Baba’s sauce is unbeatable. I believe Baba adds 
an ingredient that can’t be bought called “Baba’s Magic.” 

I recently asked her how she learned to make 
ravioli/spaghetti sauce. Italian pasta was unfamiliar to 
Marie when she left Grude-Konavle in the late 1920s as 
Andro Capor’s young bride. Not long after her arrival in 
San Francisco her aunt “tcte" Radushar cooked raviolis 
for her. Marie thoroughly enjoyed this new dish. 

A few years later Marie learned to make ravioli sauce 
from her Italian-born friend and neighbor, Josie. Josie told 
Marie that the secret to making great sauce is to stan with 
the best meat and to brown it well with onions before 
doing anything else. Adding the tomato sauce, tomato 
paste, and then simmering is easy, but getting the spices 
just right takes practice. 

Marie has a couple variations. Starting with about 2 lbs. 
of ground beef, she adds a couple of chopped Italian 
sausages or some stew meat chopped into half inch cubes, 
or both, which she browns with 5 chopped onions and 5-7 
finely chopped garlic wedges. When the meat, onions, 
and garlic are browned, she adds a 29 oz. can of tomato 
sauce and a 12 oz. can of tomato paste, plus a little water. 

The amount of spices, which varies along with the garlic 
and onions depending on how much meat is used, is 
approximately 1 heaping teaspoon of basil, 2 bay leaves, 
1 level teaspoon of oregano, a sprig of parsley, a sprinkle 
of Baba Magic, and salt and pepper to taste. This is set to 
simmer for at least two hours to enhance the flavor. The 
best mixture of spices is developed from experience. 

Marie prefers raviolis from the Lucca delicatessens, but 
no branch is near Watsonville. So if anyone knows where 
to find the best raviolis in this area or has a ravioli recipe 
and pasta making techniques, let us know. 
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The Legend of the Madonna of 
the Rock on the Southern 
Adriatic Coast

A monastery built in the 12th Century, known as 
Monastery of St. George, was built on one of two islands 
in the bays of Kotor. These two islands are between the 
town of Perast and a narrow passage named Verige. 

The other island was actually created by the local people 
who used rocks brought from the coast. It is located 
between Verige and the town of Perast. In that time The 
Icon of the Madonna was found by fishermen who spotted 
it as it was sticking out of the water. As people remem¬ 
bered that a Russian ship had shipwrecked during stoimy 
weather, those who followed the orthodox church imme¬ 
diately assured them it must be a Russian icon. Those who 
were Roman Catholics, however, disputed this opinion 
and decided to place this icon in their own church in 
Perast. 

One can understand that this icon became the subject of 
controversy: was the icon of orthodox origin, or had it 
been created by an artist of the Catholic Church? The 
controversy went on for some time, and meanwhile there 
were a succession of mysterious happenings; several 
times the icon would be found at the water’s edge site 
where the fishermen had spotted it. Each time it would be 
reclaimed by the Catholic faithful who would reinstall it 
in the church at Perast. 

The question was raised as to whether or not these 
numerous disappearances from the church to the water’s 
edge was the work of members of the orthodox church, 
or if it was the work of mischievous individuals. 
Meanwhile the elders of the Catholic Church in Perast 
concluded that perhaps the Madonna was not happy in 
their church, and they decided to build a church on the 
rock at the site where the icon had been found. It was at 
that time that they built both the island and the church 
calling the new place of worship “The Madonna on the 
Rock.” From that time onward seamen regarded this 
Madonna as their special protector. 

This church became so popular that people of various 
denominations attended services there, and this Madonna 
brought an ecumenical spirit to that island. 

This story was told to me by Mrs. Dosa Katurich of San 
Francisco. As a girl, Dosa used to go to the island. (She 
is, in fact, a native of that area, i.e. Risan Boka.) She told 
me as she watched the procession of the Icon of the 
Madonna that she was puzzled and she wondered: “How 
come the Icon of the Madonna should be taken from the 
church on the island to Perast, and then back to the island? 
Was it that this procession was to commemorate the 
mysterious travels of the Madonna?” 


Research and Commentaries: 

1. In the 19th Century some light may have been thrown 
on the origin of the icon by the erudite researcher, Vuk 
Vrcevic, who claims that this is one of the oldest icons, 
and is probably the work of the Evangelist Luke. 

This information can be supported by the original name 
of the church and the icon called “Gospa od Skorpiela” 
(Madonna of Scorpiela). This name comes from a Greek 
island called SKORPIELO where, it was believed, a 
Russian ship shipwrecked, instead of the area near the 
town of Perast as it was at one time believed. (See Part 

1. ) Actually Perastans had participated in several battles 
in the 14th and 15th Centuries around the Greek islands 
when fleets of Venice and Russia were on one side, and 
the Turks were on the other. Taking this into consideration 
one may assume that someone found this icon and 
brought it home. Then perhaps not having a clear con¬ 
science in the event someone should think that the icon 
was stolen, he placed it on the rock. And from that time 
forward the mystery began to deepen as to its origin. 

More can be surmised about the origin of the icon from 
commentaries of Spanish artists concerning the Grecian 
bom painter El Greco (1541-1614 A.D.). According to 
the legend, St. Luke made the first picture of the Virgin 
and Child. Could this icon from the Greek Island of 
Skorpielo be the work of El Greco, and not St. Luke? No 
one really knows inasmuch as it is difficult to document 
his idea. The story is still a mystery, and it will stay a 
mystery. However, the question remains as to why the 
name “Gospa od Skorpiela” (Madonna of Scorpiela) per¬ 
sists if the icon was not brought from the Greek Island to 
Perast. 

2. Another opinion has been advanced recently by Don- 
Niko Lukovic, a Catholic priest, who thinks that the icon 
was probably the work of a 15th Century native painter 
who in fact painted an Icon of the Madonna which is in 
the Church of Donaca near Dubrovnik. This expert has 
advanced the name of Lovro Marinov of kotor as being 
the probable artist of the madonna of the Rock. 

3. In 1957 another expert, a respected historian, who was 
Professor Predrag Kovacevic of the Naval Academy in 
Kotor, claims that in the 16th Century the people of the 
islands of Perast rebelled against their domineering 
neighbors of kotor who kept the Perastans in bondage. In 
the fight which ensued the Perastans killed the Abbot of 
the monastery of St. George. In the paroxysm of their 
rebellion the Perastans decided to create a new island. 
This they did by piling old galleons in the water. These 
had lain around for a very long time. These filled the rocks 
before submerging them and thus created a new island. 

According to this historian it is on that site that Perastans 
eventually built the church which is known as Madonna 
of the Rock. 

These diverse views, however, do not succeed in clarify¬ 
ing the mystery that surrounds the origin of the icon found 
by the fishermen. 
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The legend, however, which intrigued historians over the 
years concerning the Madonna of the Rock, succeeded in 
bringing together Christians of various denominations, 
and thus creating an Ecumenical Spirit 

Today people who live along the bays of Kotor and even 
the residents in neighboring Dubrovnik attend that 
church, and the visitors to this area show great interest in 
the bays of Kotor and in the church where they can 
contemplate this legendary icoa 

Historical Notes: 

The mysterious appearance of the icon occurred in the 
16th Century when one-half of the bays of Kotor was 
dominated by the Republic of Venice (including the bay 
of kotor and the town of Perast), while the other (includ¬ 
ing the bays of Risan and Hesceg- Novi) were occupied 
by the Ottoman Empire. Thus Perast was exposed to the 
Turkish pirates from the inside bays, and from other 
Mediterranean pirates who came from as far away as 
North Africa. 

The area under consideration was for two centuries 
(1482-1687) the theater of bloody collisions between 
Islam and Christianity. The population of Perast and Boka 
Bay, although protected by the Republic of Venice, were 
victimized by Turk intrusions. 

Actually the Republic of Venice was giving guns to all 
people of Boka Bay who had an obligation to fight and 
defend themselves against the Turks and who, by the same 
token, were protecting the Republic whose occupation 
was less oppressive than the Turkish. 

In this difficult time, when or if one is inclined to believe 
in a miraculous origin of the Icon of the Madonna, there 
would be a reason to believe why this Madonna “.. .did 
not want to rest in the town of Perast,” but to have “HER” 
own church where divided Christians would come 
together to pray in an Ecumenical Spirit. Then one may 
consider this was “HER” miraculous way in which to 
accomplish this miracle!
